BANGKOK, Siam, Feb. 2.—There ts no 

book to Bangkok, no map or plan of 
the city to be bought, and no regular book 
gore to buy one in. If one wants a guide 
the hotel people think a minute, and then 
agree to find some one who knows the way 
ground; or one goes to his consul, who can 
always send for a Chinese or Siamese, who 
has shown strangers the city’s lions, after 
@ fashion. 

The books of travel, from Bayard Taylor's

behind him at home, and without some 

. sort of a plan or guide book it is a feat to 
unravel the mysteries of a new place. 

Through the consulate one gets permis- 
sion to see the great temple within the pal- 
lace precincts, the Wat Phra Kao, where 
the famous emerald Buddha is enshrined, 
and at the same time one sees the four white 
elephants now in the king’s stable—proba- 
bly the last of their line.

To go anywhere, to see anything, one has 
the long, long drive to take from the slums 
‘and the Chinatown quarter through long, 
dusty streets to the palace quarter, the real 
Bangkok, the Siamese city. 

After the dust and noise, and untidy 
houses, and general offensiveness of the 
Chinese quarter, the City of the King, with 
broad streets and spaces, gardens of shrub- 
bery, and whitewashed walls, comes to one 
as a glimpse of paradise. One dismounts at 
a fantastic, spired gateway in the immacu- 
late white wall of the palace, and passesinto 
the great outer couri—a lawn on one side, 
the buildings of the ministers of the interior, 
aq foreign office, and the treasury on the

We att know now that one shail not find 
the White elephant really white—ags white 
8 white rat, a white fox, or a white 
war bear. The four white elephants now 
attendance at the palace are a good mouse 
colotas gray as a Maltese cat. perhaps,

@ the ears, where they are speckled and 
feckied as if with sore skin disorder. 

Each beast occupies a great, roomy, vault- 
t¢ hall to itself; each one stands on a square 
pedestal or platform, and each one that 1 
was tethered by one, two, or three legs, 
according to his disposition, to as many stout 
posts sunk in the tioor. 

The first elephant we came to was tied fast 
by three feet, swung his trunk. and rested 
from one foot to the other in an unpleasant 

The keeper crawled out of his sleepy cor- 
ner and gave a bunch of green fodder to the 
elephant, and the animal turned its small, 
yellow, wall eye more amiabiy to the light. 

The next elephant was the same spotty, 

_deprous looking-creature, but more peaceful 

in disposition, and the third one was best 

looking of all. This pretty Maltese gray 
beast tossed its trunk in salute and banged 

its forehead loudly, and several bunches o: 

greens Went to it in reward. 

None of the caparisons of state, the har- 
hess, howdahs, or cloths was visible in the 
Sreat halis where the beasts kept state. 

The fourth and last elephant in line was 
Warranted most savage and vicious of all, 
and a long distance look from the doorway 
Was enough, for the elephant was swinging 
his trunk and fidgeting from one foot to an- 
other and the keeper had a wild eye and the 
look of one drugged to a dangerous point. 

The stables are clean and well kept, spa- 
clous and airy, and the animals are carefully 
tended and fed, exercised within the palace 
grounds, and rarely, more rarely each year, 
Biven part in state processions.

The elephant, and especially the white 
elephant, being sacred to Buddha, was held 
in the greatest reverence in all these Buddh- 
ist provinces and petty kingdoms of further 
india, and their possession was a matter of 
Sreat pride and rivalry. Now that the other 

Ooms have fallen and gone, and only in 

does a native dynasty and’a Buddhist 
believer rule, the sacred white animal makes 
dis last stand here. 

The last addition to the royal stables was 
made five years ago, when a faded and 
Speckled elephant was found in the Laos 
country, in the north, and brought down to

It is sad to consider the passing of the 
White elephant and view the prospectof Siam 
left without any such distinctive national 
Symbol, for the white elephant is Siam, and 
too many traditions, ideas, and associations 
£0 with him.’ 

The white elephant figures on the national 
flag, and one sees it flaunting everywhere on 
the river and in the palace quarter—the ele- 


- Phant in white reserve on a red ground for 


the ordinary standard, the merchant ma- 
rine flag; the elephant on a dais, or platform, 
for the nave] flag; and the elephant with a 
howdah on its back for thé royal standard.

I DUWIE INSULTS KING. 


Barred from Public Buildings in 
_ Adelaide, Australia. 


In Cablegram to Zion ‘‘ Elijah” Ad- 
mits He Was Chased by Mob. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

SYDNEY, N. 8. W., March 27.—The mayor 
of Adelaide has forbidden “ Elijah ’’ Dowie 
the further use of the town hall or any other 
corporation building because of his having 
uttered improper sentiments about the king. 
Dowie is missing from his hotel and no one 
knows where he is. 

The superintendent of public buildings, in- 
structed by the prime minister, has pro- 
hibited Dowie from using any building under 
the government control. The check he had 
deposited for the rent of the jubilee exposi- 
tion building has been returned to him and 
the agreement canceled. Consequently 
Dowie will be practically unable to speak in 
any public building in Adelaide. 


May Meet with Violence. 

The American residents have been asked 
to persuade him to leave before the public 
irritation caused by his utterances termi- 
nates in violence. 

Among other things that Dowle said con- 
cerning the king was that no one imagined 
he had much religion to spare, and he would 
only get into heaven by the skin of his teeth. 


Dowie’s Version of Trouble. 


A cablegram from Dr. Dowie, dated Ade- 
laide, Australia, March 27, was read yester- 
day at the afternoon services in the Zion 
City tabernacle. It told of serious rioting 
and the closing of the town hall against 
Dowie. The message is as follows: 

“ Repeat together the ninety-first psalm. 
Hallelujah! 

“We have been holding meetings in the 
town hall this week. Two hundred hoodlums 
got in some way or other before one meeting, 
and others came in later. A few ticket hold- 
ers got in by chance. Thousands were in 
the rabble outside. A great riot ensued,

“The police fought bravely and held the 
platform for an hour. 1 was forced to dis- 
continue the meeting and went to the home of 
a friend in the suburbs escorted by mounted 
troopers. The mob damaged the York hotel. 
Later they hunted in the suburbs for me and 
damaged the homes of relatives, breaking 
windows, etc. On the next day the civil and 
state authorities forbade me the use of the 
town hall on the pretense that I had in- 
sulted King Edward, having said that he, 
with the other earthly potentates, had no re- 
ligion to spare’ 

“ Expect to leave as arranged. All the 
powers of evil are linked together against us, 
but masonry leads the fight. Pray for us all.

Philadelphia Policeman, Descendant of 
English Jailer, Gets Grewsome 
Relics of Murderers. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 27.—[Special.]— 
Seven embalmed thumbs of notorious mur- 
derers of the eighteenth century are the 
grewsome relics that have been bequeathed 
to Policeman John Corry of the Germantown 
police station. who lives in Meehan street, by 
his father, who died recently. The seven 
thumbs were cut from the hands of famous 
murderers who were executed in a prison

STEALS $400,000 GEM. 


Most Famous Necklace in World 
Taken trom Princess Alice. 


ONCE MARIE ANTOINETTE’S 


Jewel Also Furnished Romance for 
Dumas and Other Authors. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, March 27.—The most famous dia- 
mond necklace in the world, valued at $400,- 
000 and owned by Princess Alice de Bourbon, 
has been stolen. It was once the property of 
Marie Antoinette. 

Before leaving Paris recently the princess 
deposited the necklace with a well known 
jeweler. Subsequently a person calling him- 
self a confidential messenger from the 
princess presented credentials to the jeweler 
and received the necklace, 


Thief May Be a Belgian. 

It is believed the thief is a Belgian en- 
gineer with whom the princess has been 
negotiating for the purchase ofa villa. He 
has had several commissions from Prince 
Jaime, a brother of the princess. 

As soon as the loss was discovered the 
police of all the great European cities were 
notified and a systematic search began for 
the thief. Now that the robbery has been 
made public it is expected a large reward 
will be offered for the return of the valuable 
property. 

Ordered for Mme. Du Barry. 

The necklace, originally ordered for Mme. 
Du Barry, was negotiated for by Cardinal 
de Rohan through an intermediary, the 
adventuress countess de Lamotte. It was 
believed, probably with injustice, that the 
queen, Marie Antoinette, was involved in 
the negotiation. The cardinal was duped 
by pretended signatures of the queen. The 
whole French court became involved in the 
sca and was discredited. 

Upon this incident Dumas founded two 
of his romances, and other novelists and 
writers have used it as the basis of their 
work. Last year Funck-Brentano, the well 
known French writer, wrote a second book 
giving. the full history of the celebrated 
occurrence and its effect on French politics 
of the day. 


PRINCETON COLLEGE EXCITED 
AT RUMORED MURDER HORROR. 


One Thousand Students Gather to Learn 
How a Pupil Was Killed in His Room 
—Then Faculty Comes. 


Princeton, N. J., March 27.—[Special.]—The 
university was in an uproar tonight over a 
report that a student had been murdered in 
his room. A crowd of 1,000 students gathered 
at university hall. The door was guarded by 
three sophomores. It was said the man was 
lying across the bed with a dreadful gash in 
the abdomen and a hole in the back of his 
head. Soon a “physician” was admitted, 
He declared: 

“The man has been dead two hours. From 
the position of the wound in the back of the 
head I should say he has been brutally mur- 
dered. I advise you to guard the room until 
the coroner arrives.” 

The arrival of two members of the faculty, 
who demanded and secured admittance, 
caused the watchers to flee. Examination

The Stilni was outside the harbor on scout 
Guty when the Japanese torpedo flotilla ap- 
proached. Lieut. Krinizki at once steamed 
at full speed straight for the oncoming ships 
under a hail of fire. 

“The Stilni torpedoed the leading merchant 

ship, which sheered off, followed by the 
others, three of them being piled up on the 
ehore under Golden hill and one under the 
lighthouse. 
The Stilni then engaged the entire six tor- 
pedo boats of the enemy, coming out from a

Some Additional Details.

_pottle up the Russian fleet is looked upon as 
meaning only one thing—namely: that the 
Japanese are preparing for a heavy landing 
of troops in the gulf of Liaotung, either at 
Newchwang or on the west coast of the Man- 
echurian neutral zone, to effect which in 
safety the immobility of Vice Admiral Maka- 
roff’s fieet is absolutely essential while the 

transports are being convoyed around the 
gouthern end of the peninsula. 

Jf the attempt had succeededit would have 
required several days at least to blow up the 
steamers and clear away the wreckage, dur- 
ing which time the Japanese would be as- 
sured of noninterference in the carrying out 
of their purposes.

TOKIO, March 27.—The house of repre- 
sentatives has passed the government bills 
roviding for increased taxation, with minor 
amendments, and also an amendment they 
shall become inoperative at the end of the 
year following the conclusion of peace. 

Among the bills adopted was one provid- 
ing for a tobacco monopoly, In which, how- 
ever the basis of compensation was amend- 
ed to be 20 per cent of the average annual 
receipts instead of three years’ income. 

The government accepted the amendments, 
whereupon the house unanimously adopted 
the budget as a whole, which carries all the 
funds required by the government for war 


purposes.

CURZON TO RULE {KING 


~ CINQUE PORTS. 
Viceroy of India Will Fill 
Post Made Vacant by Death 
Salisbury. 


HAS A HISTORIC: CASTLE. 


Honor One That Has Been Held 
by Many of England's 
Famous Men. 

LONDON, March 27.—It is officially 
nounced that Baroy Curzon of Kedleston, 


viceroy of India, has been appointed lord 
warden of the Cinque ports in succession to 


‘the late marquis of bury. 


The lord warden of the Cinque ports is an 
ancient office of great dignity, which, while 
it no longer carries with it any emoluments, 
provides its holder with one of the most pic- 
turesgque country seats in the united king- 
dom, along with a number of perquisites. 
The residence in question is Walmer castle, 
bujlt_in 1539 by. King Henry VII. as a for- 
tress for the protection of the Kentish coast, 
on the ‘cliffs.of which it is:situated. The 
chief restorations and alterations in the cas- 
tle were made when England's famous 
Premier Pitt was lord warden, and when his 
eccentric niece, Lady Hester Stanhope, who 
subsequently died in Palestine as the wife 
of an Arab sheik, kept house for him. 


°Some Famous Wardens. 


Among other lord wardens have been King 
Henry Vill. prior to his accession to the 
throne, King James II. while still duke 
of York, and, in more modern times, the 
great duke of Wellington, Palmerston, the 
late Lord Granville, the late marquis of 
Dufferin, and the late Lord Salisbury, since 
whose death the office has, I believe, been 
vacant. 

As lord warden of the Cinque ports, Lord 
Curzon will likewise be governor of Dover 
castle, and has not only a maritime jurisdic- 
tion as admiral of the ports but also has 
the powers of a lord lieutenant of a county 
so far as the Cinque ports are concern«d, 
being entitled to appoint the justices of 
He presides over 
the portmote, or parliament, which is as- 
his summons at Shepway. a 
few miles west of Hythe, to make bylaws 
for the Cinque ports, to regulate the fisheries, 
to hear appeals from the local courts, and 
to” give decisions’ in all cases of the con- 
cealment of treasure trove, and of treasun, 
‘sedition, and coining. 


Some of His Duties. 


The lord warden is also the presiding officer 
of the court of brotherhood and of the court 
of Guestling, the former being composed of 
the mayors of the principal towns and ports 
comprised within the jurisdiction of the lord 
warden, while the court of Guestiing includes 
in addition to the mayors the bailiffs and 
other municipal representatives. 

The Cinque ports, or five ports, were, as 
their name implies, formerly only five in 
number—Hastings, Romney, Hythe, Dover, 
and Sandwich—to which were afterwards 
added Winchelsea and Rye, as well as Dover, 
Folkestone, Deal and several other 
smaller places. 


On a Dangerous Coast. 

Up till the reign of King Henry VIII. the 
Cinque ports were required not only to 
provide for the defense of that portion of 
the coast which, as nearest to France, was 
the most in danger of foregn attack, but like- 
wise to furnish most of the warships and 
the sailors necessary for the vz, receiving 
in ‘return all sorts of immunities and pre- 
rogatives, enumerated in charters, some of 
which date from the days of King Edward 
the Confessor and from William the Con- 
queror. ; 

Of course, many of these rights, including 
the exemption from taxation, have lapsed. 
But the: Cinque ports still retain the 
right to seize all flotsam or jetson, or, in 
other words, whatever of value is cast ashore 
by the sea. Down to the early part of the 
nineteenth century this latter prerogative 
led the less scrupulous. of the seashore 
population to adopt all kinds of nefarious de- 
vices destined to lure merchantment passing 
up or down the straits of the English chan- 
nel on to the rocky and frequently tempest 
beaten coast, and the memory of the in- 
famous Deal wreckers, responsible for many 
a maritime disaster, is still preserved in 
plenty of Kentish tradition and legend, as 
wel] as in numerous novels dealing with those 
days. 

There is but one room at Walmer castle 
which the new Lord Warden will be com- 
pelled to leave untouched. It is the bedroom 
in which the first duke of Wellington died. 


RUSSIA FLIRTS WITH ENGLAND. 


“Yellow Danger” Held. Up as Reason 
Why European Coalition Should 
Be Formed. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 27.—There is 
much discussion in diplomatic and official 
circles over the intimation that Great Britain, 
through the new French entente, is seeking 
to compose her differences with Russia. 

The Novosti, which has long been the lead- 


ing exponent of this idea, today editorially 


contends that there is no real conflict of-in- 
terests and that nothing but an ingrained 
mutual distrust keeps the two nations apart. 
The Novosti goes further in proposing a 
European coalition, under-the auspices of 
Russia, France, and Great Britain, to com- 
bat “‘the yellow danger,”’ and says: 

“We have always maintained that a new 
triple alliance would assure the balance of 
power not only in Europe but throughout the 
world.”’ 

The Novosti gives Emperor William credit 
for a prophetic realization of “ the yellow 
peril” and says: 

“ He first understood the impending ne- 

cessity for union of all the white races 
against the yellows, as shown by his sym- 
bolic painting. His prophecy was realized 
sooner even than he expected, and the yel- 
low peril has overtaken Europe, which, 
‘when fortunately no longer troubled by 
dreams of conquest or revanche, will be 
able to assure peace in the near east and 
devote its united energies to cope with the 
threatening danger in the far east.” 
. The article concludes by urging the powers 
to settle the Asiatic problem once and for 
all by apportioning the territory. “If they 
hesitate now,’ says the article, ‘‘ they will 
have to do so sooner or later. Another op- 
portunity will not occur for a quarter of a 
century, but then they will have to cope 
with the united strength of barbarians, with 
vast armies trained in war. The old triple 
alliance is tottering, and the yellow peril 
gives it a deathblow. A new triple alMance 
becomes a logical necessity.”’ 


MARQUIS ITO’S MISSION 


Mikado’s Envoy tothe Em of Corea 
Results in a Better Feeling Be- 
tween the Two Kingdoms. 


SEOUL, Corea, March 27.—Marquis Ito and 
his suite left here today. Gen. ljichi, who 
was formerly military attaché to the Japan- 
ese Jegation here, did not accompany him. 


ENDED. 


During his stay here Marquis Ito was 


shown distinguished consideration by the 
emperor of Corea and the crown prince. His 
visit has resulted in reassuring the people 
of Corea and in paving the way for an ex 
tension of Japanese influence. 
At state functions Marquis Ito always ad- 
vised deliberation, gradual reform, and that 
no increase be made in the Corean army, and 
there is no question but that the advice of 
Japan will be accepted. The mission of Mar- 
quis Ito has lessened political friction be- 
tween Corea and Japan and it will make 
easier the task of the Japanese advisers, who 
ultimately will officiate here... 


REPLIES CHARGES 


RULER OF BELGIUM MAKES STATE- 
MENT ON CONGO TROUBLES. 


Leopold, “Realizing Impartial sSenti- 
ments of the American Press,” Mails 
Official Documents in Answer to 
Complaints of Treatment Accorded 
Natives Lodged by Missionaries 
with Secretary Hay—Alleged Cruel- 
ties Practiced on Residents. — 


LONDON, March 27.—King Leopold of 
Beigium recently was invited by an American 
press association to make any statement his 
majesty, might see fit in relation to the 
charges against the government of the Congo 
Free State regarding atrocities committed 
upon the natives made to President Roose- 
veit and Secretary of State Hay by a delega- 
tion from the missionary congréss. 


The king was told the American press Is | 


anxious to hear both sides of the case and 
would weicome any reply to the allegations 
of the missionaries that their rights are not 
respected and that the natives are now in a 
worse condition than under the Arab slave 
régime. King Leopold replied through. his 
secretary as follows: : } 
The. king ‘attaches great importance to the im- 
partial sentiments of the Ametican press. I have 
mailed you official documents from the Congo 
Free State, in which you will find all the facts 
essential to @ full and truthful statement of the 


case. CARTON DE WIART, 
Secretary to the king. 
President’s ce Sought. 


‘Representatives of the American Baptist, 


_the Southern Presbyterian, and the Disciples 


of Christ African missions called upon Presi- 


‘dent Roosevelt and Secretary Hay last Fri- 


‘day and. described the affairs tin the Congo 
nee ad as viewed from the missionary view- 
point. 
The principal feature of the conferences 
between the president and the secretary and 
the missionaries consisted of stories by the 
latter of atrocities practiced on the natives 
by their Belgian rulers.- The missionaries 
said that their work ‘was rendered nearly 
valueless by the attitude of the Belgian offi- 
clals, who monopolized all the food supplies, 


‘making it difficult for the missions to pro- 
.cure vegetables or fowls or anything to eat 


from the natives, who.were obliged to turn 
their produce into the hands of the officers. 
Then by the cruelties practiced upon the 
natives the latter were driven away from the 
missions and the schools were emptied. In 
addition, it was pointed out that no respect 
was shown for the property rights of the mis- 
sionaries, and it was on this last ground that 
the delegation thought the United States 
government might interfere. 


No Promise Is Given. 


Secretary Hay asked the missionaries. to 
reduce their views to a written memorandum, 
which he said he would consider, though he 
could not hold out any definite promise of 
relieving the situation so far as the natives 
were concerned, because the Unitea states 
was not one of the signatories to the treaty 
under which the -ongo Free State came into 
existence. 

A statement of the events leading up to the 

condition of affairs was subsequently 
prepared by the delegation for transmission 
to the state department, in which it was de- 
clared that as a result of the absolute power 
of the king of the Belgians the freedom of 
trade guaranteed by the conference of Berlin 
was now a thing of the past. 

The president promised to give the subject 
laid before him by the missionaries careful 
consideration and requested that he be sup- 
plied with an accurate and detailed state- 
ment of it. 


GERMAN CRUELTY IN AFRICA. 


Whole Nation Aroused by Revelations 
' of Disgraceful Conduct of Offi- 
and Traders: 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. | 

BERLIN, March 27.~—There is much un- 
easiness in regard to the situation in German 
southwest Africa. Not only is German pride 
hurt by reverses which it will be impossible 
to begin to relieve till the middle of April, but 
as the facts are gradually coming to light, it 
is seen that the result is due entirely to the 
brutality of German officials and traders, 
who equal the cruelty of the Belgians in 
the Congo Free State. Official reports pub- 
lished here on March 24 confirm the accusa- 
tions of the press and the missionaries of 
the ruthless cruelty. and injustice of the 
traders. The natives’ lands and cattle have 
been seized by them in payment of debts 
already settled. Shooting, flogging. and im- 
prisonment of innocent natives, whose chil- 
dren and women had been subjected to every 
form of horror and cruelty, are the causes of 
the revolt. 

The German papers do not hesitate to couple 
German soldiers and officials with the 
traders. The brutal murder of a half caste 
by prince von Arenberg already has been 
described. It is now known that the victim 
was a son of a princess closely related to 
the chiefs at the head of the present rising. 

It is significant that the Boers and British 
in the disaffected region have been spared. 
Only Germans were attacked, and some 120 
of them were kil.ed. 

Germans in Cape Colony who joined the 
force raised to help the colonists to quell the 
rising have returned to Cape Town. They 
describe the German system of government 
as terrible. Native women were forced to do 
the hard work of pushing trucks, customs 
house soldiers overlooking and sjamboking 
them. Some of the women carried little chil- 
dren on their backs, who came in for a share 
of the punishment. Hereromen were chained 
neck and feet and treated worse than con- 
victs. 

Such stories, all from German sources, 
might easily be multiplied, but the rising, 
which came like an unexpected thunderclap, 
cleared the air. When subdued the govern- 
ment will keep a closer watch on officials and 
traders in the distant colony. 


AMBASSADOR MEYER IS GUEST. 


Emperor William Entertains American 
Representative at Dinner on Board | 
the Royal Yacht. 


NAPLES, March 27.--On the invitation of 
Emperor William, Ambassador Meyer dined 
with his majesty on board the German im- 
perial yacht Hohenzollern. Father Boniface 
Krug, formerly of the Benedictine abbey at 
Beatty, Pa., ahd now abbot of the abbey 
of Monte Cassino, was also a guest. 

At the request of the emperor, Ambassa- 
dor -Meyer accompanied him and Father 
Krug to Monte. Cassino, where they visited 
the abbey and admired the work of restora- 
tion of the famous mosaics there. 

Speaking of the condition of the emperor, 
Ambassador Meyer said: 

‘*@mperor William looks extremely well, 
just’as he did when I saw him at Kiel last 
summer. His voice is as strong as ever and 
he is in excellent spirits.”

Premier Combes Says President Loubet 
Will Pay Courtesy to Victor Em- 
manuel and Holds Italy Ally.

“Tt is difficult to get at these machines. 
The family usually lives in the rear of the 
shop, ‘and the slot machine is put in a room 
back of the living room. What other kinds 
of gambling go on here I can only guess, but 
the boys tell me that Saturday and Sunday 
nights crowds of boys gather in these rooms 
and gamble with carus and dice. The neigh- 
borhood has no sense of right in this thing, 
no comprehension of the evils it leads to. 
The boys will gamble with buttons or marbles 
or pieces of stone if they can get nothing 
else.”’ 

Capthin Anxious to Assist. 

Capt. John M. Haines of the Maxwell street 
police station declared his wish to co- 
operate with the school authorities in stamp- 
ing out all vestiges of gambling in the school 
supply stores and fn the fruit stores. 

‘*T am strongly interested in this subject,”’ 
said Capt. Haines. ‘Two weeks ago I 
heard my little girl talking about winning 
299 cents somewhere, and it bothered me. I 
thought I would try to do something to stop 
such practices, and I sent a man around to 
all the schools in my district to tell the prin- 
cipal that I was willing to take up any com- 
plaints of this nature and act on them. No 
complaints were made to me, and I have 
done nothing, as I thought that if there was 
anything wrong the principal would know. 

‘4 man has some license to gamble if he 
wants to, but a child should be protected. 
They do not know what is getting hold of 


them.”’ 
Gum and “Prize List.” 

Opposite the Doré school, Harrison street, 
near Halsted, are two candy stores where. 
school supplies are sold to the children. In 
the window of each store is displayed a large 
card upon which hangs a tempting array 
of toys, designated the “ prize list.” It con- 
sists of gilt necklaces, brooches, whistles, 
transfer slips, watches, sets of paints, rose- | 
buds, beads, mouth organs, and a few other 
things, each worth about 4 cents. 

In one of these stores with the name of H. 
Friedman on the awning, 233 West Harrison 
street, a group of little children was crowding 
around a woman who held a box containing 
hundreds of little squares done up in tissue 
paper. Each square contained a piece of 
“sweet gum.” The eager little hands de- 
posited pennies on the counter, which some 
could hardly reach, and recklessly dived into 
the box for a piece of gum. It was not the 
gum they wanted. Their eyes were feasting 
on the glittering prizes on the wall. Under 
each item in the prize list was pasted its 
number. In each piece of gum is another 
number. Tremblingly the gum is opened and 
expressions of joy or woe play across the 
childish features according to the luck in 
the number of the coveted article. 


Little Trouble Near Jones School.

WAY OUTDO PIPER REPORT 


SCHUETTLER PREPARES BOMB. 
FOR HIGH OFFICIALS. 


Investigation by Assistant Chiet Is De- 
clared te Have Shown that Com- 
manding Officers Are Responsible 
for Lax Discipline in Police Depart- 
ment-Much Alarm Is Aroused by 
“Flying Visita "—Refuses to Give 
Findings Until O'Neill Is Informed. 


There is a strong possibility that Chief 
O’Neill will in the near future receive a re- 
port on conditions in the police department 
which will make the Piper findings appear 
weak and colorless by comparison. From 
‘developments yesterday in three quarters of 
the department it appears more than proba- 
ble that certain high commanding officers 
will be blamed for the lax discipline existing 
fn their divisions of the city. 

This report is that of Assistant Chief 
Schuettler, who now is inspecting police sta- 
tion’ and investigating the ability and fidel- 
ity of patrol sergeants and patrolmen. The 
report probably will be sent to the chief 
within a week or ten days. Schuettler re- 
fuses to discuss his discoveries, but the 
alarm manifested by some of the officials 
leads to the belief that he has found weak 
spots in the administration of the depart- 


ment. 
Makes Personal Investigation. 

After visiting north and west side stations 
the assistant chief on Saturday night pushed 
his explorations into the south side pre- 
cincts. He was present at roll call at the 
Stanton avenue and the Thirty-fifth street 
stations. Afterward, he inspected the Cot- 

Grove avenue, the Twenty-second 
street, and the Harrison street precincts. 

At Twenty-second street, Thirty-fifth 
street, and the Stanton avenue stations 
Schuettler is said to have pushed his in- 
quiries along lines which indicate his dis- 
satisfaction with the administration of those 
precincts. From questioning the patrol ser- 
geants and lieutenants, he passed to an 
examination of the commanding g¢fficers, 
with the result that he left uneasiness be- 
hind him. 

Coupled with the reports of these misgiv- 
ings came the story that two captains on the 
west side probably will be involved in severe 
criticism by the assistant chief for derelic- 
tion of duty. It is said that Schuettler has 

persistent in trying to trace the re- 
sponsibility for the inattention to duty and 
the more flagrant examples of misbehavior 
on the part of patrolmen exposed in the 
Piper report. One captain is said to have 
been found inexcusably unfamiliar with his 
precinct, although stationed there during 
more than six months. 


Chief First Must Be Told. 


“TI cannot discuss my report prior to its 
submission to Chief O’Neill,”’ said Assistant 
Chief Schuettler yesterday. ‘“‘I have not 
completed my investigation, and when I do 
the chief will be the first to have its results. 
I do not mind saying, however, that the 
Piper report has caused a general ‘ sprucing 
up’ of the force. The patrolmen are notice- 
able now for their scrupulous adherence to 
the rules of traveling beat. You see them 
everywhere now, whereas you didn’t see 
them quite so often Wefore. They are also 
conspicuous for fheatly blackened shoes, im- 
maculate collars, and black ties, where these 
Getails were once too seldom met with. 

“The clothing of many of the force is 
shabby, some of the commanding officers 
having been too lenient last fall in condemnh- 
‘mg the winter overcoats of their'mén. Jn 


uniforms, and them will be the time for com- 
manding officers to exercise some strictness. 
I have not seen a desk sergeant without his 
blouse.”’

Oil Magnate Distributes Copies 
of His First Ledger to 
Bible Class. 


EACH ENTRY EXPLAINED, 


Also Tells Hearers Who Is the 
Poorest Man in-All the 
World. 


New York, March 27.—[{Special.] 
of the first book of accounts kept by J 
D. Rockefeller Sr. today were distributed t 
the members of the bible class of his 
at the Fifth Avenue Baptist church. ‘ 
The volumes looked like miniature req 
ords from a business office, and on their co 
ers bore in gilt letters the legend: “ 
ledger Of a successful man of affairs.” They 
were six inches long by five in width, and 
the binding was yellow, with backs and cor< 
ners of red. 
His expenditures, his regrettable extrava< 
gance in buying a two and a half dollar paid 
of gloves, when mittens would have sufficed, 
his orderly distribution of surplus — 
to charity, and the story of his accum 
tion of his first $1,000 were set forth. 


First Edition Almost Exhausted, . - 


Young men reading the ledger could beseén 
for blocks after the close of class instruction 
and the first edition is nearly exhausted. 
Here are some extracts: 

“I was trained in business affairs and f 
learned how to keep a ledger. The practica 
of keeping a little personal ledger by young 
men just starting in business and earn- 
ing money and learning its value is, I think, 
@ good one. It is more than forty years ago 
since I wrote what this ledger contains.” . 

Here Mr. Rockefeller extracted a book 
from his pocket, carefully enveloped in wrap- 
ping paper.

MICROBE OF MUMPS1S FOUND 
BY PHILADELPHIA PROFESSOR. 


Culture from Blood: of Rare Fatality 
Case Shows Germs Resembling Ty- 
phoid, but of Distinct Species. 


Baltimore, _Md., March 27.—[Special.)— 
Dr. Samuel Darling; pathologist of the Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons, believes he 
has discovered the germ that causes mumps. 
Up to this time the bacteriology of this 
peculiar disease of children has been uncer- 
tain. Death from mumps is rare, and the 
parents of a child that recently died of it re- 
quested an autopsy. It was done, cultures 
were made from the blood serum, and a germ 
appeared. It differs from the bacilus of 
typhoid fever, being shorter and a diplococ- 
cus—that is, It occurs In pairs—and is thicker 
than thé tuberculosis germ. Further in- 
vestigation will be made.

WOMBN SIGN A PROTEST 


POLISH CLUB DELEGATES OBJECT 
TO AIDING RUSSIA. 


Adopt Resolutions in Masemeeting Op- 
posing Contributions to the Czar’s 
Red Cross Work and Declaring the 
Instigators to Be Imperial Agents 
Intent on Arousing Sympathy — De- 
clare Charity Is Being Used as Cloak 
for Political Purposes. 


A protest against private contributions to 
the Russian Red Cross society yesterday 
afternoon was voiced at a massmeeting of 
1,000 Pelish women held in the Holy Trinity 
church, Noble and Chapin streets. Those 
present were delegates from eighteen clubs. 

Congiderable excitement prevailed over the 
reports of a movement having in view a char- 
itable contribution to the field hospital work 
on the Russian side in the war and the reso- 
lutions. adopted declared that such efforts 
were instigated by Russian agents intent on 
arousing sympathy for the Muscovite cause. 

The proof of this contention, it was argued, 
lay in the fact that no movement had been 
broached in the interest of the Japanese Red 
Cross, while Russia had announced itself 
in no need of outside assistance. The meet- 
ing was presided over by Mrs. Anna Neu- 
man, president of the alliance.

At the same 
time they insinuate that American commer- 
eial spirit will crush all other sentiment and 
put forth the hppe that millions of Russian 
rubles will be made in business by Americans 
if the people of this country can only be 
made to favor Russia in the preset struggle. 

“ We deem the conduct of Russ.an officials 
in arranging festivals, concerts, léctures, 
ete., for the ulterior purpose of influencing’ 
public opinion, and for the purpose of show- 
ing to the Russian government that the so- 
called American aristocracy favor it, under 
the cloak of the most sublime virtue of char- 
ity, to be repulsive to us.

YATES TAKES SOME REVENGE. 


When He Loses the Delegates in Wash- 
ington County He Discharges Two 
Chester Penitentiary Guards. 


Nashville, Ill., March 27.—[Special. }—Gov: 
Yates has secured satisfaction for his re- 
verses in the Twenty-second congressional 
district. Because he lost Washington county 
in this district he has decapitated two of the 
Chester penitentiary guards—Charles C. 
Clayton and Charles Shaw of Nashville. 

A week before the republican primaries, 
held last Saturday, the two state employés 
were sent here to do the “ walking delegate "’ 
work for the administration. They did it to 
the best of their ability.. They told their 
friends their positions depended on the coun- 
ty giving Yates its delegates.

After the 
governor had been defeated in the primaries 
they worked for him in the convention. The 
state delegates were left uninstructed, and 
are claimed by Lowden, Hamlin, and Deneen, 
and are controlled by Dan Hogan. 

The governor has taken steps to even up 
the score and the two employés are the first 
to lose their heads. They were appointed 
by Gov. Tanner and were reappointed by 
Gov. Yates.

Weber Last Januaty, Now Ap- 
plies for a Divorce.

RECUPERATING EFFECT. 


Mitigation of Punishment te Extent of 
Allowing Last Six Months’ Confine- 
ment to Be Spent Outside Priston 
Walle—Recovering from Strain of 
Long Detention—Actual Terms of 
Release of Alleged Poitsoner of Her 
Husband, 

[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. 


LONDON, March 15.—[Special.}]—By July, 
at the latest, Mrs. Maybrick will again be a 
free agent. During the last months of her 
term of imprisonment she has been ar inmate 
of a quiet country home at. Truro, Cornwall, 
a privilege granted her by the British home 
office on the intercession of several ladies 
of title and influence, English and Americah, 
who have interested themselves in hor be- 
half. Among these in particular was the 
duchess of Bedford, who, as a visitor to Ay!es- 
bury prison for many years, has taken a keen 
personal interest in Mrs. Maybrick, and suc- 
ceeded in obtaining the mitigation of her pun- 
ishment to the extent of her being allowed to 
spend the last six months of her confinement 
outside the prison walls. 

The transfer of Mrs. Maybrick to the Truro 
home was effected with remarkable secrecy, 
the authorities taking the utmost pains that 
her identity should not become generally 


tirement, she might recuperate her strength 
and spirits after her long trial. No better 
retreat could be found for.such a purpose 
than the home of the sisters of the Epiphany, 
just outside Truro, Cornwall, where she now 
is, her personality being quite unknown 
even to the other inmates of the institution, 
with the exception of the mother superior, 
the Hon. Miss Dalrymple. 
Recovering from Shock. 
Several of the sisters under their Christian 
names conceal well known patronymics and 
the inmates of the home include members 
of the English aristocracy. Mrs. Maybrick 
simply passes as Mrs. G——. She is allowed 
to take walks under charge of the sisters, 
and, though bound by certain formal re- 
quirements of the home office.until the term 
of her imprisonment strictly expires, is per- 
mitted to enjoy home comforts and relaxa- 
tions in the house and large and beauti- 
fully kept grounds of the institution. i 
In this seclusion Mrs. Maybrick is recov- 
ering from the strain of her fourteen years 
of confinement. She wears an ordinary 
black dress, with a white frill at the throat; 
occupies a pleasant, simply furnished room 
in the home, and rises at 6 o’clock, retiring 
at 9 at night. Meals are taken fn silence, | 
but at tea time the sisters are permitted 
to talk of mundane things. No newspapers 
are allowed and only such books as. are 
given by the sisters. 


a Conditions of Release. 

In view of the exceptional treatment which 
has been accorded Mrs, Maybrick, it may be 
of interest to give the actual terms of the 
conditions of her partial release. A copy of 
the license granted by the home secretary 
was laid on the table of the house of com- 
mons by the home secretary, which runs as 
follows: 

** Copy of license granted by his majesty to 
Florence Elizabeth Maybrick, under the pro- 
visions of the penal servitude acts, 1853 to 
1891, to which is annexed a condition other 
than those contained in schedule A of the 
penal servitude act, 1864: 

“Whitehall, Jan. 14, 1904.—His majesty 
is graciously pleased to grant to Florence 
Elizabeth Maybrick, who was convicted of 
willful murder at the assizes holden at Liver- 
pool, in and for the county of Lancaster, on 
the 25th day of July, 1888, and was then and 
there sentenced to death, which sentence 
was afterward commuted to penal servitude 
for life, and is now confined in the Aylesbury 
prison, his royal license to be at large from 
the day of her liberation under this order 
during the remainder of her said term of her 
penal servitude, unless the said Florence 
Elizabeth Maybrick shall, before the expira- 
tion of the said term, be convicted on indict- 
ment of some offense within the united king- 
dom, in which case such license will be imme- 
diately forfeited by law, or unless it shall 
please his majesty sooner to revoke or alter 
such license. 

Liberty in Thirty Days: 

“ This license is given subject to the con- 
ditions indorsed upon the same, upon the 
breach of any of which it will be Hable to 
be revoked, whether such breach is fol- 
lowed by a conviction or not. 

“And his majesty hereby orders that the 
said Florence Elizabeth Maybrick be set at 
liberty within thirty days from the date of 
this order. 

** Given under my hand and seal, 

“ A. AKERS-DOUGLAS, 

“Secretary of state for the home depart- 
ment. 

‘*1. The holder shall preserve her ligense 
and produce it when called upon to do so by 
a magistrate or police officer. 

“2. She shall abstain from any violation 
of the law. 

“3. She shall not habitually associate with 
notoriously bad characters, such as reputed 
thieves and prostitutes. 

“4. She shall not lead an idle and dissolute 
life, without visible means of obtaining an. 
honest livelihood. 

“5. She shall proceed to such home or 
refuge as the secretary of state shall direct, 
and shall remain there for such period as the 
secretary of state may direct. 

‘6. If her Hcense is forfeited or revoked 


_in consequence of a conviction for any of- 


fense she will be liable to undergo a term 
of penal servitude for life.’’

DISAGREE ON DOCK WAGES 


VESSEL OWNERS AND LUMBER. 
SHOVERS FAIL TO COMPROMISE. 


Men Insist on More Pay and Closed Shop 
Agreement, Both of Which Proposi- 
tions Are Rejected by Empleyers — 
May 1 Will Be Moving Day for Head- 
quarters of Many Unions—Tendency 
to Gather in Adjacent Quarters — 
“Labor Temple” a Dream. 


A struggle between the Lumber Carriers’ 
association and the longshoremen at the 
lumber unloading ports promises to play an 
important part in the conflict being fought 
by vesselmen of the lakes and their union 
employés. The association and the un- 
loaders have failed to come to an agree- 
ment on wages after weeks of negotiations. 
They are declared to be further apart now. 
than before their first meeting. 

The union asks an increase, which, the car-. 
riers say, is greater than the trade will bear 
in Chicago. Vesselmen also insist on the 
elimination of a clause in last year’s con- 
tract by which they were required to em- 
ploy none but union men in any case, The 
labor organization, the owners say, could 
not furnish enough longshoremen, thereby 
causing’ delay and greatly added expense in 
the unloading of cargoes. 

May 1 will be moving day for many unions. 
While the project of a “ labor temple,” in 
which all the organizations shall be housed, 
is regarded as a dream, the tendency is for 
the unions to gather together as much as 
possible in two or three buildings. All the 
teamsters’ locals now at 132 Fifth avenue 
will go to 274 East Madison street, where E. 
Elpin will remodel the four story structure 
for the convenience of his tenants. 

Twenty locals will have offices in the 
building on the second floor. On the third 
floor will be two small halls, and on the 
fourth there will be one large hall. In ad- 
dition to the teamsters the steamfitters, sta- 
tionary firemen, marble workers, and office 
building janttors will locate in the building. 

The federation of labor, the Building Mate- 
rial Trades council, and the brickmakers will 
go to the Garden City block, 56 Fifth avenue, 
where they will be near to Vice President 
Thomas I. Kidd of the American federation 
and President W. G. Schardt of the Chicago 
federation.

“8 race, the negro is lacking in control of his 
animal impulses. When he has run amuck, 
as his white neighbor so frequently does in 

all parts of the world, he makes an ugly 

criminal, perhaps, yet he is no more than 

a criminal under the laws. But he has 

been treated for the most part as an ultra- 

criminal, a creature who, largely because 

-of his color and condition, must be exter- 
“minated at sight. 
This has been the seed of the race war. 


As a human being the negro will commit. 


-eriminal acts that are no worse than those 
of the white man. But when it has come 
to his slow mind that there is one punish- 

“ment for the offense of the white man and 
another for the negro who has done no worse, 
his human nature will assert itse#. Learv- 
ing that he has nothing to lose in taking a 
stand armed against citizen posses and 
officers of the law alike, there is every chance 
that the negro criminal! will prefer to die 
fighting. Logically he must have his friends, 
and these in sympathy, insecure in their 
own position as friends or as mere blacks, 
may find it seemingly to their advantage to 
risk standing up and dying, too. 

the war that some hot headed men 
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of the negro race haye advocated in times 

past, the sane negro should see only exter- 

mination at the hands of the white race in 

the United States. But that the race war | 
in prescribed limits will break out as it has 

done in Arkansas is to be expected, and 

where it does come the spirit of mob law 

among ‘the whites’ may be charged with’ 
being the chief inciting cause. 


/SANITARY DISTRICT TRUSTEES. 

The present method of electing sanitary 
Aistrict trustees is‘a Dead sea apple of re-. 
form. 

It looked most luscious and appetizing. 
There were to be nine trustees. ‘ How un- 
just to allow all nine to be elected by the 
dominant party! The defeated party would 
be left entirely without representation. The 
majority would have everything. The mi- 
nority would have nothing. How would this 
consist with the fundamental American 
principle that every voter should have some- 
thing to say about the way in which the 
taxes were expended? 

It was concluded, therefore, that in the 
election of sanitary district trustees every 
voter should have nine votes and should be 
allowed: to distribute these nine votes among 
fewer than nine candidates. He might give 
one vote to each of nine candidates, one 
vote and an eighth to each of eight candi- 
dates, one vote and two-sevenths to each of 
seven candidates, one vote and a half to 
each of six candidates, or one vote and four- 
fifths to each of five candidates. In this 
way the minority, by concentrating its votes, 
could secure for itself. a modicum of repre- 
sentation, could hold in check the tyranny 
of the majority, and could illustrate a new 
and delicate. adjustment of representative 
institutions. 

But what will happen next year when the 
election of sanitary trustees is held? Sup- 
pose the Lorimer machine nominates five 
candidates. The democratic machine will 
nominate five candidates. When the voter 
goes to the polls he will find that, no matter 
what he does, only one of these ten candi- | 
dates can be defeated. Each machine, by 
the simple@evice of nominating only five-* 
ninths as many candidates as it could, is 
sure of getting at least four members of the 
board. 

And it wouldn’t make any difference 
whether it was the Lorimer machine that 
got four and the democratic machine‘ that 
got five members, or the democratic machine 
that got four and the Lorimer machine that 
got five. If either machine thought that it 
would suffer by being the minority it would 
nominate nine candidates and try to elect 
the whole board. 

The present drainage board consists of 
the republican wing of the democratic party 
and the democratic wing of the republican 
party brooding together over contracts. 

There are only three ways in which to 
prevent this board from begetting a suc- 
cessor like unto itself. 

The first way is by going down to a Lori- 
mer legislature and persuading it to change 
a method of voting which is profitable to 
Lorimer. 

The second way is by nominating an in- 
dependent ticket of five or six candidates 
and by concentrating on that ticket the 
whole force of the anti-machine vote. 

The third way is by forcing the conven- 
tion of each party to nominate a full ticket 
of nine candidates apiece. It is not prob- 
able that this can be done unless the Lorimer 
machine is put out of business—the word 
is used advisedly—at the primaries this 
spring. 


ABOLISH THE JUSTICE COURTS. 

Judge Dunne happened to notice in look- 
ing at the papers in a case before him that 
a particular justice of the peace had charged 
a dollar for issuing a venire when the legal 
fee is 25 cents, and that a constable had 
charged $2 for serving it, when the legal 
fee is 50 cents. That was an attempt at 
gross extortion on the part of justice and 
constable for which they will not be pun- 
ished. - 

If only one justice and one constable 
were guilty of offenses of this kind it would 
be a serious matter, and the offenders should 
be prosecuted and punished. Unfortunate- 
ly there are many justice courts where the 
charging of excessive fees is the usual thing. 

The constable is the chief offender. The 
justice for whom he works knows that he 
is overcharging, but that justice wishes to 
keep on good terms with the constable, who 
often brings business to his court. As he 
himself has to depend on fees for his living 
there is a continual and strong temptation 
to strain the law and to run up the fees, 
especially where the persons who have to 
pay them are ignorant and are not likely to 
make a fuss. 

The little litigants of Chicago need hope 
for no relief until the whole system is swept 
away and constables and justices are mus- 
tered out of service along with town super- 
visors and clerks. The ratification of the 
charter amendment by the voters next No- 
vember will enable the legislature to drive 
away the justice court cormorants and to 
create courts presided over by judges who 
will not depend on fees for a living, and 
who will have subordinates who will be paid 
regular salaries. 

‘There are a number of urgent and con- 
vincing reasons why every Chicagoan 
should vote for the charter amendment. 
Exemption from unpunished and almost 
unnoticed justice court pillaging is one of 
them. 


DO NOT REJECT PRIVATE AID. 

Controller McGann is quoted as advising 
against “seeking the temporary relief of 
private contributions ” for the work of street 
cleaning. Why should he throw cold water 
on the praiseworthy attempts which are 
being made*in many localities to do a little 
cleaning? The city is not in shape to do the 
work itself, as the controller admits. There- 
fore, it ought to accept with thanks what- 
ever assistance is offered it. 

The controller recommends the starting of 
a great movement to put the municipality on 
a sound financial basis. He advises the 
abolition of the method of putting up men 
for the council and the legislature through 
party machinery, and would have them 
nominated by petition. In that way he 
believes men can be elected who will repre- 
sent, high ideals and give the people better 
laws and ordinances, 

This is all well enough as regards the 
future, but, while studying methods of get- 
ting men with high ideals who will clean the 
streets a few decades hence, one should not 
altogether neglect the dirty streets of today. 
They are in villainous condition. There- 
fore, it would have been better for the con- 
troller to suggest to the members of the 
Commercial club that they start a street 
cleaning and garbage removal fund, to be 
expended under their direction or that of 
city officials. It would have been better for 
the controller to say that the city will be 
under the deepest obligations to every man 
and woman who will contribute as little as 
10 cents in money or labor to help a broken 
down municipality.

good, 


EDUCATE THE COMMUNITY. 

“ Lincoln Steffens says that “the corrup- 
tion of our American politics. is. political, 
but financial and) industrial also”; that 
“the man we are so proud of, our success- 
ful business man, is the source and the sus- 
tenance of our bad government ”; that the 
“captain of industry is the man to catch ”; 
and that “he must be made to see that 
business, important as it is, is not sacred, 
that not everything that pays is right, and 
that the corrupting business man is an ene- 
my of the republic,” 

These pungent remarks will be read with 
pleasure by bribe takers in legislatures and 
councils. It is always a comfort to a rascal 
to be told that there are greater sinners 
thah he, that he is the tempted instead of 
the tempter, and that he would be poor and 
virtuous if there were no business men to 
corrupt him. As forthe “ captains of indus- 
try’ who have paid bribes:to aldermen or. 
legislators to get special and profitable con- ; 
cessions, they will preserve a dignified si-: 
lence, or, if they say anything, will remark 
that the general charges. of a. magazine . 
writer are “ beneath contempt ”—and con- | 
tinue to pay for the wrongful legislation | 


they desire. . 

There is, of course, an infinite amount of 
truth in what Mr. Steffens says. There are’ 
now, as in the past, business men whose 
greed for gain is such that whenever they | 
can make money by corrupting’ public offi- 
cials they do it, and are never troubled by 
‘their consciences, which they have always 
under perfect control. On the other hand 
there are, and always have been, business 
men who have loathed corruption and yet 
have managed to accumulate worldly goods 
without buying franchises or exemption 
from the enforcement of laws and ordi- 
nances. 

In spite of all the preaching of the mor- 
alists there will continue to be “ captains 
of industry ” and other business men who 
will be ready to pay bribes when they can 
find men willing to take them.. But the 
corruption of legislatures and councils is 
becoming a matter of increasing difficulty, 
because the mass of the people understand 
the situation much better than they used to. 
They see that the bribe givers and the bribe 
takers are in a conspiracy to plunder them. 
Their business instincts are awakened, and 
to protect their property interests they unite 
to elect representatives who cannot be so 
easily corrupted. Chicagoans see now far 
more clearly than they did a few years ago 
that it is unbusinesslike to elect aldermen 
who will assist street railroad capitalists to | 
rob them. 

When the business education of the peo- 
ple who are not in business or in politics 
—and they are the great majority—shall 
have been perfected so that they perceive 
fully that corruption in public life exists at 
their expense—that the bribes the business 
man pays and the profits he makes out of 
the legislation he buys come out of their 
pockets—they will take steps to protect 
themselves. 

It is right to educate the conscience of 
the public as to the iniquity of bribery. The 
intelligence of the public should be edu- 
cated also so that it may know what bribery | 
costs it. It has cost Chicagoans many mil- 
lions of dollars in the single item of street 
car franchises. 


THE VIRGINIA. 

Just how war between great nations has 
come to be a question of national resources 
and national credit rather than of willing- 
ness to fight on the part of patriotic citizens, 
is to be exemplified soon in the launching of 
the United States battleship Virginia at 
: Newport News. Costing millions of dollars, 
requiring years in building and arming, and 
in offensive or defensive action subject to 
possible annihilation at a single shot, this 
powerful battleship is still only a fighting 
unit among the many to be required. 

Much money and time are required to 
build up a navy now. Congress made the 
appropriations for the Virginia and for two 
other ships of its class in March, 1899. 
Not until the middle of April, perhaps, will 
the first of these vessels be ready to slide 
down the ways, with months more necessary 
to its armament and equipment for sea sery-: 
ice. It is much that when it is afloat the 
Virginia will be one of the greatest fighting 
machines the world has ever seen. 

In the war of 1812 a ship built to grapple 
effectively with a British antagonist was 
complete within forty-five days of the hew- 
ing of its wooden beams. Armor plate was 
unthought.of. Water tight compartments 
would have been laughed to scorn. Range 


finders could have had no méaning. The } 


east iron shot from the rough cast guns, the 
musket, grappling irons, and the cutlass 
were all sufficient. ‘To be in line today with 
the navies of the world the United States 
must have many vessels of the Virginia type. 

The Virginia is of 15,000 tons displace- 
ment, with a length of 435: feet at the load 
water line, a speed of nineteen knots, and 
with an eight foot water line belt of armor 
having a maximum thickness of eleven 
inches. ‘This steel hull alone seems formid- 
able enough. Its four 12 inch guns, eight 
8 inch guns, its twelve 6 inch rapid fire 
pieces, six on a side, on down, to the sec- 
ondary battery with its automatic guns 
trained to the maximum ares in firing, make 
it a machine of destruction that should be 
irresistible. Manned by a total of 812 
officers and men of patriotic impulses, the 
Virginia and its sister battleships are to be- 
come a national pride. But out of their 
own formidableness it is recognized that 
each of these fighting machines, perhaps six 
years in completion, may be effective scarce- 
ly for more than twice the period occupied 
in building. The life of a twelve inch gun, 
even at practice, may have to be numbered 
in days, while the cruisings and maneuvers 
of such vessels in time of peace must leave 
to its officers the fate of an $8,000,000 gov- 
ernment investment.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

HE HON. ROBERT COLLIER, who 
has just arrived in this country to take 
up his duties as third secretary of the 

.. British embassy at Washington, is the 
eldest son and heir of Lord Monkswell, 
who was undersecretary of state for war in 
the last Rosebery administration, a lord-in- 
waiting to Queen Victoria, and now chair- 
man of the London county council—that Is 
to say, virtually lord mayor of all that im- 
mense portion of London not comprised in 
the narrow limits of what is known as the 
city. Lord Monkswell is well known on this 
side of the Atlantic, especially at Chicago, 
where he was one of the English royal com- 
missioners at the time of the world’s fair, 
and can In no wise be set down as one of the 
drones of English society, for he worked 
hard as a lawyer before succeeding to the 
peerage of his father, the famous judge, Sir 
Robert Collier, and was likewise known at 
the bar as one of the most skillful and eru- 
dite conveyancers. Financially he is well 
off, his grandfather on the paternal side hav- 
ing beem a Plymouth merchant of large 
fortune. 

Lord Monkswelfs brother, the Hon. John 
Collier, is one of the most successful por- 
trait painters in London, and engravings of 
his picture of Mr. Gladstone, as well as of 
his remarkable painting, “A Glass of Wine 
with Cesar Borgia,” are to be found in many 
an American portfolio. He married first one 
of the daughters of the late Prof. Huxley, 
and after her death her younger sister, and - 
inasmuch as, despite all the efforts and in- | 
fluence of King Edward and of other mem- 
bers of the reigning house, marriages with 
deceased wives’ sisters remain forbidden by 
the law of the land, and are, therefore, held 


Monkswell has two other sons besides Robert 
Collier, since it is doubtful whether the com- 
mittee of privileges of the house of lords 
could permit the younger sons of the Hom 
John Collier by his second marriage to suc- 
ceed to their uncle’s peerage, in view of the 
nature of their parents’ union. It is only 
fair to add that England is almost alone in 
prohibiting marriages with deceased wives’ 
sisters, and that unions of this kind are per- 
fectly valid in most of the British colonies, 
as well as nearly everywhere on the conti- 
nent. Young Robert Collier, Sir Mortimer 
Durand’s new secretary, is about 30 years 
of,age and unmarried. ; 

How secure the French government feels. 
from any monarchical restoration,may be 
seen from the fact that it is actually estab- 
lishing a Napoleonic museum, destined to 
preserve alive in the minds of the people 
memories of the first empire. For the 
chateau of Malmaison is about to be thrown 
open to the public by the state department 
of fine arts, and the director of the latter, 
M. Marcel, not content with cleansing and 
repairing the former abode of Empress Jose- 
phine, has garnished it as well with such 
of her personal ornaments, pictures, bric-a- 
brac, furniture, and upholstery as could be 
collected from the various treasure houses 
and museums of the state, notably from 
Compiegne and from the Trianon.

| AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. | 


A“ PREACHER’S STORY OF HIS 
WORK,” by W: 8S. Rainsford, is in sharp con- 
trast to the Tolstoi book—a contrast all the 
smore emphasized because in certain details 
the lives of the two men are similar. That 
is to say, the life of each is spent in the 
service of his fellow man, each has known 
terrible spiritual conflicts, and each has, at 
last, reached a plane of life in which con- 
tentment and uséfulness are found. Both 
have, from their birth, been dominant, 
though disinterested; both are shy by na- 
ture, and yet command a conspicuous place 
on the world’s stage. And if one is a man of 
cloud enshrouded genius, the other is a man 
of extraordinary talent and influence. 

Dr. Raiysford is an Irishman by birth, 
churchman by inheritance, and a man of 
the times. It has been his idea to conform 
the Christian idea to the demands of the 
present day. He has not asked of men the 
impossible, but only the best possible. He 
has not, with easy ** nonresistance,”’ left the 


scurity. but has endeavored by every means 
in his power, to introduce them to innocent 
joy. The pleasures of life do not seem trivial 
or negligible to him. 
célibacy so good as home. He is not on a 
mountain top gazing into the-heart of the 
sun, but down on the New Yorkstreets, talk- 
ing the common tongue. but in an uncom- 
mon way, and is fitting himself into the pat- 
tern mosaic of his time. 

The book is not to be judged as a literary 
product. Dr. Rainsford could not be induced 

to write about his work, so, in a series of 
casual talks. given in his study, his words 
were taken either by some phonographic or 
stenographic ingenuity, and reproduced with 
no more alteration than was absolutely 
necessary for coherence. The effect is that 
of the monologue of a fluent and simple man 
who is trying to tell the truth In every de- 
tail, and who in doing so Is influenced to the 
smallest degree possible to a human being by 
of egotism. 

he building up of St. George’s parish in 
New York City—at once a social settlement 
and achurch parish—is a strongly Interesting 
story, and thepalid churches of our own city 
may read and'‘learn. I think Dr. Rainsford 
strikes at the root of the difficulty when he 
says that the mistake the Protestant-church- 
es have made isin basing their idea of church 
relation on the family that can live in a 
twenty foot house. ‘* As soon as that social 
element moves away," he writes, “ they are 
lost."" They do not understand the swarms 
of the tenements, and will not interest them- 
selves in them. The Protestant church will 
not, Dr. Rainsford points out, fit itself to the 
evolution wrought in a great city. ‘‘ Is not 
that,’” he inquires, “a most tremendous crit- 
icism on the lack of life, development, and 
adaptability in the church?’ And ‘he sums 
up his religion of good will and joy in this: 

“The greatest need in our city today is 
places of recreation; they are far more need- 
ed than libraries. Good, wholesome recrea- 
tion Is first cousin to religion; the rest and 
recreation of the body goes a long way 
towards giving the soul a show.”’ 

Both the laity and the clergy will find the 
dry dust of their arid piety greatly humanized 
by Dr. Rainsford’s book. (The Outlook com- 
pany, New York.) 


“THE SONG OF ROLAND” appears in

Possessed of immeasurable power over the

determines upon the world destruction in ac- 
cordance with the Book of Laws which he 
has drawn up. One man after another proves 
himself but Iimp in his hands, and he is the 
world emperor and the woman he loves 
the world empress. Of course the story of 
tlie acquisition and use of this power is but 
the fabrication of a man crazed by a severe 
misfortune. He thinks that in writing these 
dreams of his power he is writing the Book 
of Laws. In the end, he regains his mind 
and his sweetheart. The story is short. well 
written, and as fascinating as are all stories 
of the impossible. Mr. Mann has singularly 
preserved the reality of it all to the hero, and 
yet subtly hinted that it is but a fabrication 
of a diseased mind. (“ THE WORLD DE- 
STROYER.” By Horace Mann. Lucas-Lin- 
coln company.) 


Houghton, Mi‘fin & Co. have brought out

At present a good deal of work is wasted 
and some of it is duplicated.—Assistant Su- 
perintendent of Street Cleaning Solon.

Coéperation between the improvement as- 
sociations and my department is much to be 
desired. An undertstanding as to what work 
is to be done by each association would 
greatly simplify the situation. I approve the 
idea of a conference and will be glad to at- 
tend it, with those of my men who are dl- 
rectly interested. I am glad to offer the use 
of the council chamber in the city hall asa 
meeting place for such a conference on any 
evening when it is not being used by the 
council.—Commissioner of Public Works 
Blockl. 

At present most of the improvement asso- 
ciations are working spasmodically and at 
random. Their plans are not known to the 
city hall authorities. As a consequence @ 
great deal of work is being wasted. 

“ Frequently we get telephone messages 
to the effect that some association has swept 
up the dirt on a certain street or streets,’ says 
Commissioner Blocki, “ and asking us to send 
teams to carry away the dirt. In the first 
place we haven't got the teams to do any 
great amount of that work, and, at any rate, 
we cannot send what few teams we have out 
all over the city on short notice. Asa rule 
it does no good to simply sweep up the dirt 
and leave it in piles along the streets. With- 
in a day or two the dirt is scattered again by 
the wind and rain and by the passage of 
teams, and the last stage of things is worse 
than the first. The associations should pro- 
vide for removing the dirt as well as for 
sweeping it up.’”’ 

Now the two improvement associations 
which have done so far the most practical 
work have already provided for this problem, 
They are the South Park association and the 
South Central association. In the latter 
case the same white wings who sweep 
up the dirt into piles load it later into wheel- 
barrows and use it for the filling of vacant 
lots in the vicinity which are below grade. 
In this way they not only get rid of the dirt 
quickly and easily, but at,the same time help 
to improve the looks of the city and the value 
of the vacant lots, the owners of which are 
often glad to help pay some of the expense 
of doing the work. The South Central asso- 
ciation has purchased a number of push 
carts, painted a bright red, to be used for the 
transportation of street dirt. These “ red 
flyers "’ will be put into commission within 
a few weeks. 

At the proposed conference the superin- 
tendents and other officers of the two asso- 
cilations mentioned could explain to the rep- 
resentatives of the other associations the ad- 
vantages of this plan and just how ex- 
pensive it is. In this, as in a dozen other 
directions, a conference of the kind pro- 
posed would prove valuable and important, 

In districts where no vacant lots below 
grade are to be had for dumping purposes it 
has been suggested that arrangements might 
be made with the railroad companies to have 
empty dirt cars waiting on convenient switch 
tracks, on which the dirt gathered from the 
streets might be dumped. As many of the 
roads need. large amounts of dirt for filling 
purposes and as they naturally would havea 
large interest in the improvemeént of the 
appearance of the streets adjacent to their 
tracks it is probable that some of them at 
least could be persuaded to furnish such 
cars at an extremely low charge, or per- 
haps for nothing,.as their contribution tv

N these troublous days of spring. when - 
“the dwellers in city tents ” are looking 
to see whether or no they can better 
themselves, a few important’ considera- 
tions in signing a lease may not be amiss. 

It is so easy for people, especially women, 
to regard an indefinite expression in words 
as a. definite agreement, that it is well to 
start with the statement tha®é a lease is the 
definite stated agreement between two par- 
ties, the lessor who rents the property to 
the lessee. All conversations or promises 
are of no binding effect, because a ‘written 
-Jease is presumed to cover all the agreements 


' of the parties. If the lease is verbal this 


does notapply. This definite agreement ina 
written lease is all that is binding, and the - 


Jessee should consider carefully what “ig 


needed and see that ‘it is-all in writing. 


It seems foolish to start with the funda- 
mental instruction, “ First catch your hare,” 
put the fundamental instruction is read your 
lease and know what you are signing, and 
have everything on both sides stated. “There 
is a popular fallacy that a demand for a 
written agreement carries with it an implied 
insult, whefeas there is really nothing which 
saves such possibilities of trouble. Perhaps 
a thorough course in. econtraets might help 
to solve the servant problem.

MOLDED RHUBARB.—Stew rhubarb 
until it can be pressed through a sieve and 
be well sweetened. For each pint when 
cooked allow one-third box gelatine, soaked 
in just enough cold water to soften.’ Dis- 
solve it over hot water, add and mix it thor- 
oughly with the hot prepared rhubarb, and 
pour into large or small wetted molds. If 
made extra sweet one-third of its bulk of 
stiffly whipped cream may be added when it 
is nearly cooled. It. then becomes a char- 
lotte. 

RHUBARB TARTS.—Line large or small 
deep pie plates with good paste, fill with cut 
rhubarb, and bake in a hot oven until the 
rhubarb is tender. 

CRAB TOAST.—Canned crab of the finest 
quality may be used. Turn out early in the 
morning, gently simmer ten minutes with 
butter and sufficieht cream to moisten, and 
serve on toast for luncheon. As variations 
in seasoning use a little curry powder or 
mustard, lemon or onion juice, catsup or 
chopped parsley. 

GERMAN COFFEE CAKE.—One cup 
milk, one tablespoon butter, one teaspoon 
salt, one tablespoon sugar, one-half grated 
rind of one lemon, one-third of a yeast cake, 
sufficient flour to make an extremely hick 
batter. When light, beat hard, turn intoa 
shallow, well greased pan, and let rise again. 
Cover the top with one-half cup sugar 
rubbed together with two tablespoons soft 
butter, one tablespoon powdered cinnamon, 
and two tablespoons flour, and bake in a° 
quick oven. Serve hot with butter. 

BROWN PUDDING.—Take the weight of 
three eggs in butter, sugar, and flour, beat 
the sugar and eggs together until light, add 
the butter, which has been softened but not 
melted, then the flour, and beat well. Dis- 
solve one-half teaspoon soda in one table- 
spoon boiling water, add it to the batter, and 
beat hard at least one minute. Beat in four 
tablespoons any rich preserve, such as 
strawberries or plums, cooked until broken; 
turn into:a buttered mold and steam two 
hours. For the sauce boil together one-third 
cup of the preserve and one cup water, thick- 
en with one teaspoon arrowroot, boil two 
minutes, add one teaspoon butter.

Whe last night of the opera season at the 
Auditorium was made interesting by the first 
appearance on any stage of Mme. Gadski in 
the role of Brunnhilde in “* Die Gétterdim- 
merung.” That the young soprano has long 
looked with ambitious eye on the “ three 
Brunnhildes.’* in the Wagnerian trilogy has 
been known, and that she was to accomplish 
the object of her desire this season was an- 
nounced early last fall. The part of the 
Valkyrie in “ Walktire ” and in “ Siegfried "’ 
she sang in the east, but it was not until 
last Saturday evening at the Auditorium that 
she accomplished the task of singing the. 
most exhausting female role in the whole 
range of grand opera—the Brunnhilde in 
Die 

Be it said that she performed this gigantic 
task with abundant credit to herself and t» 
the undeniable enjoyment of her hearers, 
And having achieved this much, and having 
thus satisfied in part at least her laudable 
ambition, let the wish also be expressed that 
some intiuential councilor of the gifted so- 
prano will persuade her not to repeat the 

formance. She sang the music of the part 
weli—too well, in fact, for its greatest effect- 
iveness, paradoxical though that may seem— 
but in order to do so she used every particle 
of power and vitality her voice contains. The 
result of frequent repetition of this éxhaust- 
ive labor means the unavoidable ruin within 
a few short months of the voice. And Mme. 
Gadski’s voice is one which neither the public 
nor she can well afford to have lost. Tosing 
the music of the Countess in Mozart’s ‘*‘ Mar- 
riage of Figaro "’ as she sang it last Thursday 
evening is of so infinitely much greater worth 
artistically and musically than to sing Brunn- 
hilde or Isolde, that the capability for this | 
greater achievement should not be sacrificed 
in order that the ability to perform the lesser 
may be retained. And Mme. Gadski’s voice 
is not such that can continuetodo both. The 
freshness and velvety smoothness which now 
makes the voice one of exceptional beauty 
can but be lost if the performance of last 
Saturday night be frequently repeated. 

And it is doubtful if she would ever find 
her greatest success in the Brunnhildes even 
should she persevere in singing them. She is 
not of the heroic mold which is desirable in 
them. Her appearance, her stage personal- 
ity, her voice, and her temperamental quali- 
fication are such as fit her for the embodimen: 
and portrayal of women more gentle, more 
womanly than is either Brunnhilde or Isolde. 
Her insistence on pursuing the course she 
entered upon. this season will mean, there- 
fore, the giving up of eminence—for to sing 
Mozart as she sings it means eminence—for 
the achieving of a position of only fair ade- 
quacy. 

Saturday evening Mme. Gadski sang the 
music with a certainty and accuracy that 
spoke in highest terms of her studiousness’ 
and. her musical intelligence. The heaviest 
scenes of thé drama—the oath on the spear 
and the immolation—lacked the overpower- 
ing bigness of .voice and manner that are 
desirable for their fullest revealment, but 
in its. entirety her performance was one 
calling for hearty commendation, and for a 
first appearance in such a part it was an 
achievement of remarkable excellence. 


Miss Weed sang Gutrune, and thus accom- 
plished her début in Chicago. She had little 
chance in the insipid, ungrateful part to 


agreeable quality, and she acts with a cer- 


face of naturally jolly expression does not 
fit_her,-however, forthe assumption of char- 
acters of a strongly dramatic nature.

The stage management was inexcusably 
It is to be hoped that the time 
will come when Chicago will be permitted to 
witness the ‘‘ Gdtterdimmerung” in the 
middle of a season instead of the last night 
and when it can be stage managed as it 
should ‘be. 

Mr. Hertz conducted and gave a finely 
spirited and richly colored reading of the 
great score. The performances this tempera- 
mental young director has had in charge dur- 
ing the season have been among the most 
satisfactory offered. He works hard, but he 
gets excellent results. 

In the afternoon ‘‘ Carmen " was presented 
and attracted the one sold out house of the 
season. 

- Alfred Reisenauer gave the first of two 
piano recitals in Music hall yesterday after- 
noon, the second being set down for next 
Tuesday evening. The audience was of good 
size, and listened for over two hours to play- 
ing which in every respect was as honest, 
as thoroughly musical, and as artistic as 
has been heard hére this season or in sea- 
sons gone. Reisenauer is not so picturesque 
a player as are some who have recently ap- 
reared here, ‘but he is an interesting player 
and a splendid artist nevertheless. The ease 
with which he overcomes all technical diffi- 
culties causes his hearers to lose sight of 
the existence of those difficulties, and the 
full sonority of his round, singing tone, the 
firmness of his rhythm, the nice differentia- 
tion of voices, the clear articulation of the 
musical phrase, and the high appreciation 
and understanding he shows of the nature 
and style of the composers—all these make 
his playing of truly exceptional artistic and 
musical worth. He is a master among his 
kind, and to miss hearing him is to miss one 
of the great in the pianistic world. His pro- 
gram yesterday was unduly long and monot- 
onous in musical manner, but it brought to 
hearing, among other things, an unusually 
fine reading’ of the Beethoven Sonata op. 
26, the Wanderer” Fantasie of Schubert 
played with splendid breadth and abundant 
contrast in color; and beautifully poetic ren- 
ditions of Schumann’s “ Warum,” “ Des 
Abends,’”” and Trumeswirren,” and of 
Chopin's Berceuse.”

Selling pressure. There has been no bull 
leader, and there has been no genera! outside 
buying.

Price, which closed at a premium 
over July, compared with one of 4%c a week 
ago. The local No. 2 red has advanced to 5c 
Over May, and the bulk of the stock of 438,- 
000 bu is strongly held and not onthe market 
even at that price. No. 1 northern sold late 
in the week at May price in store, and of the 
local stock of 1,175,000 bu probably 500,000 bu 
is held by local millers, who will order it out, 
ae they need it for grinding.

Movement Is Smaller.

LIMITED PURCHASES OF UNION 
PACIFIC CAUSE MOVEMENT. 


Money Market Continues to Soften— 
State Bank Reports Show Gain in 


Deposits and Decrease in Loans— 


Break in Coal and Increase in De- 

mand for Almost All Varieties of 
Metal Products the Important Devel- 

opments in Wholesale Trade. : 


The last two weeks in the stock market re- 
vealed how easily a genuine though limited 
purchase of stocks can be made 'the basis of 
an upward movement under existing condi, 
tions. The condition that is suggésted is 
possibly of more interest than the fact of the 


The movement began without preliminary 
foreshadowings of what was to take place. 
Then, with largé ofders for Union Pacificand 
Northern Securities issues, there began a 
bull movement which resulted in moving the 
shorts and in causing a large buying by 
special interests. What with much effort 
was sought to be accomplished last January 
through manipulative methods was done 
much better in the last fortnight and with 
less invitation to the.public than was the 
case:in the first effort. The latter buying 
was for accumulation, while the former was 
intended merely to create a speculative and 
unloading market. 


Reaction Quickly Follows. 

But after two weeks, in which the shorts 
were disturbed and the Northern Securi- 
ties’ position fairly well understood, there 
follows a period of reaction, and some won- 
der as to why thé market should grow so 
frresolute In so short a time. The reaction 
is natural, for the motive for buying has 
vanished, and there is no public enthusiasm 
to push prices forward, The buying which 
started the movement was special, and its 
purpose has been fulfilled. Until there fol- 
lows a broad motive a broad market should 
not be expected. There are of course 
two opinions as to what may be expected 
in the immediate future, but if advances of 
nine points In a representative stock like 
§$t. Paul does not bring in the outsiders, there 
is not much hope for success of a manipula- 
tive movement.. What there is at present to 
suggest any other kind than the latter is not 
apparent. 

Accepting, however, the reiterated state- 
ments of improved conditions: in the iron 
and steel market and given the promise 
of average crops, there is left room for rea- 
sonable market operations when later in the 
year the political situation may be such 
elineate the several factors, 
After the holding of the conventions there 
usually follows a period of uncertainty cul- 
minating in the late summer months. That 
this year should offer an exception is not 
indicated at this time. 


Easy Money Situation. 


Ease of money grows more pronounced as 
the season advances. The New York banks 
on Saturday showed the largest total of de- 
posits in their history. The same was true 
of the item of loans. The cash account, too, 
was exceptionally large, standing at over 
$289,600,000, against $229,945,900 last year 
and $248,803,900 for the corresponding week 
in 1902. The surplus reserve is also rela- 
tively high and the money market in itself 
is favorable to operations in securities. The 
fact is, however, that money is abundant, be- 
cause of lessened activity in general busi- 
ness.

Working Toward Gold Exports. 

The foreign department of the Commercial

bility of gold shipments to Europe. It is not 
expected that any gold will be shipped i:n- 
mediately, but the tendency of the exchange 
market is so firm that sooner or later we will 
have to part with some gold, probably for 
French account. The exchange on London is 
not yet high enough to permit of gold ship- 
ments, but exchange on Paris is near the ex- 
port point and gold could be shipped if a 
turther advance took place and the Banque 
de France offered special indueements., 

“ With our declining exports at this time 
of the year and increasing imports it is only 
natural that the rates of foreign exchanges 
should be against us. Should, however, the 
general political situation become more 
favorable European investors might once 
more be tempted by the low prices of our se- 
curities and purchase same on a large scale. 
If this should take place we would have 
enough, exchange to make gold exports un- 
necessary.”’

Railroad presidents are dismayed by the 
enormous operating costs of the last three 
months.” 


Slight Gain in Wholesale Trade. 

No important developments were appar- 
ent in the wholesale trade of the week, ex- 
cept, perhaps, a sharp break in the coal mar- 
ket and an increase in demand for almost all 
varieties of metal products. While weather 
improved the first of the week, and some gen- 
eral gain in the volume of business resulted 
therefrom, the usual spring activity was not 
yet attained. Sates in retail lines, especial- 
ly wearing apparel, showed some increase, 
the movement of foodgtuffs was larger, and 
there was an improved demand for building 
materials. These were the hopeful signs, 
but there still was difficulty in geting enough 
cars, and markets &till feel the need of im- 
provement in this respect. The movement 
of lumber for the week was 28 per cent under 
that of last year, but little better than the 
week before. That market, however, was 
firm at recent prices, with demand on the 


increase. 
Metal Market Firm. 

In the metal trade certain branches which 
have been dull f6f months show encouraging 
improvement. Shp material continued its 
previous activity, buying keeping up well 
despite advances. Iron and steel bars sold 
well, the former being more firmly estab- 
lished at the $1.50, Chicago, price, practically 
at the same level as steel. The sheet trade 
showed the natural spring expansion. The 
buying of pig iron is considerably less than 
a week ago, due to the rise in prices, and 
users are waiting to see if it will hold. Of 
the metal situation the Iron and Machinery 
World says: 

“Iron and steel mills in the west are as- 
sured of a longef lease on activity than they 
had a week ago. Specifications have been 
heavier than production, and order books at 
the mills are better filled. One western mill 
started up ten days ago with 1,700 tons speci- 
fied. It has been running continuously since, 
and now has 2,500 tons of product specified. 
This is merely an example. : 

‘* There is a greater readiness in most lines 
of finished product to buy, or to specify 
where ordérs were already placed. Even 
the steel rail trade.shows improvement. At 
least 8,000 to 10,000 tans of steel rails were 
sold in this territory this week, and the 
buyers of last year who were compelled to 
carry over into 1904 some of the rails then 
bought are now specifying for the same, 
There is correspondingly good buying of all 
kinds of track supplies. 

“The carriers are in fact preparing for 
active work on the roadbeds. And they are 
buying cars steadily. During the last five 
or six weeks 6,000 to 8,000 cars or more have 
been bought in Chicago and vicinity and the 
orders are still coming in. Makers of rail- 
way supplies are putting in orders for ma- 
terial with greater regularity and for larger 
quantities. There is also reported this week 
a <r situation In respect to structura] ma- 
terial.”’ 

Break in Coal Prices. | 


The coal market suffered the worst slump 
In two years. The break in prices was start- 
ed by the miners’ vote for peace with (the 
bituminous operators. Since then demand 
has been at a low ebb even at the decline. 
This weakness seems to be largely due to the 
fact that many manufacturers and heavy 
consumers of steam coals stocked up a larger 
tonnage than needed when it was thought 
the miners’ negotiations would result in a 
strike. 

“ Outside of the slump in prices,’ says the 


Black Diamond, “the most important fea- | 


ture concerns the prospects for prices begin- 
ning with the new year. Not all of these 
prices have been fixed definitely, but tn a 
general way they can be indicated. Smoke- 
less coals have opened on the basis of $1.10 
at the mine for run of mine and $1.50 for 
Jump, nut, and egg. This is a reduction of 
75¢c a ton at the mine from the opening prices 
a year ago. Opening prices on Fafrmont 
coal have not been announced, but will prob- 
ably be around $1.00)4 ton at the mines for 
three-quarter. No prices have yet been an- 
nounced on Yayghiogheny, three-quarter, 
gas coal, but it fs believed that April figures 
will be from $1.25 to $1.40 a ton at the mines, 
with lump coal used for domestic purposes 
10c higher per ton. There seems to bea gen- 
eral impression that the best West Virginia 
splint will open .at. $1L.35.to.$1.40 a ton at the 
mines. Hocking coal will probably be $1.25 
or $1.85 at the mines. This is a reduction of 
from 65c to Tic from the opening price a year 
ago, and will put the coal into Chicago at 
about $2.90 or $3.00 on the f. o. b. basis. In- 
diana and Illinois operators are not in a po- 
sition to name opening prices. 

“The opening prices on anthracitein west- 
ern territory have been confirmed and are 
on the same basis aga yearago. Some‘ pri- 
vate’ coal invaded the Chicago market dur- 
ing the week and was sold at $6.00 f. o. b.. 
Chicago, which is the opening price on pre- 
pared sizes shipped next month.” 

Hides maintained a steady tone, and buy- 
ing of leather staples was seasonable.” In 
the paint market the painters’ strike addod 
to the stagnation caused by a late spring. 
There is, however, general confidence on the 
part of the large distributers in the trade of 
the near future, as is evidenced by the fact 
that their orders have been larger than !ast 
year. Wool was steady, with the medium 
and low wools still in the best demand. 
Quarter bloods in particular were sought 
for, and stocks are small.

HEALTH LECTURE IN PULPIT. 


Talk on Tuberculosis and Its Treat- 
ment Replaces Sermonin All 
Souls’ Church. 


A lecture on tuberculosis took the place of 
a sermon yesterday at the morning service 
in All Souls’ church, Oakwood boulevard 
and Langley avenue. The address was the 
first of a series planned, with the idea that 
the subject is one which calls for general 


‘public education, and that the pulpit is one 


of the available points for the distribution 
of such knowledge. The address was by 
Dr. E. J. Kuh. : 

Dr. Kuh suggested a means of corresting 
the evil, and declared that consumption -is 
contracted by inhalation of germ laden in- 
door dust, and pneumonia by inhaling dut- 
door germ laden dust. 

“Infection is spread with deadly effect by 
the expectoration of consumption patients,”’ 
the speaker stated. ‘“‘ The phlegm is scat- 
tered, mixes with the dust, dries, and is in- 
haled, causing the disease. The street dust 
of the city of Berlin always was found free 
from the bacilli, because the germ in the 
open air is so scattered it cannot be found. 
The principal danger of the disease lurks in 
buildings, either where diseased persons 
have lived or where many persons pass in 
and out. It has been demonstrated that in 
prisons more than 75 per cent of the deaths 
are caused by consumption, showing that 
men sentenced for long terms practically are 
condemned to capital punishment. 

“The patient should be taken away and 
eared for by the community. Pure air, sun- 
shine, and wholesome food are the essentials 
of a cure. You cannot get pure air in the 
city. Give the patients outdoor occupations, 
and let them sleep in tents in the country. 
To advise them to sleep in tents In the city 
is only to expose them to more germs, which 
their lungs are too weak to withstand. We 
have never had an air inspector. We can- 
not have clean air unless we have clean 


streets.”

Dr. F. E. Hopkins Calls This One of the 


Greatest Hindrances to Progress 
of Christianity. 


Preaching in Congregational 
church on the subject of prejucice against 
Christianity Dr. Frederick E. Hopkins said

REPLACE PRESENT INSTITUTION 
FOR JUVENILES. 


Organization Incorporates to Raise 
$50,000 for Structure in Ohio Street, 
Where Delinquent and Dependent 
Children May Be Kept — Boys Now 
Confined in Building Formerly a 
Stable—Desire to Separate Young- 
sters to Advance Reclamation. | 


Erection of a court building which also 
will bé a home for delinquent and dependent 
children is planned by the Juvenile court 


committee which was incorporated for that. 


purpose last Saturday. It will try to replace 
the inadequate and unsuitable temporary 
institution at 625 West Adams street, where 
most of the boys are confined in an old stable. 

The proposed building will cost not less 
than $50,000, and the committee p!2ns to erect 
it in Ohlo street, near State. Funds will be 
raised by subscriptions and eénicrtainments 
similar to the one recently given by the 
committee at the Auditorium. “ 

“it am heartily in favor of the building 
project,’ said Judge Tuthill of the Juvenile 
court. “*lam willing to hold court wherever 
the institution is located. The present home 
in West Adams street is unsatisfactory in 
many respect.”’ 


Tells of Organization’s Plans, __ 
Mrs. Joseph T. Bowen, president of the 


Juvenile court committee, yesterday told of | 


the plans for the new court building. 

“The structure at 625 West Adams street 
consists of an old dwelling, accommodating 
twenty children, and its annex, which for- 
merly was a livery stable, where forty-two 
boys are quartered. There is no place for 
delinquent girls, who must remain at the. 
Harrison street annex. Owing to the limited 
space it is almost impossible to classify the 
prisoners, and little boys are put in with 
older prisoners, who may contaminate them. 
The three boys who set fire to the Holden 
schoolhouce are there now. 

** Rough plans contemplate a four story 
structure, simple enough to be erected for 
$50,000. Our idea is to have the courtroom on 
the first floor, with offices and committee 
rooms. On the second floor we propose to 
arrange for the accommodation of dependent 
and delinquent girls, who should be separat- 
ed, and devote the third floor to the boys. 
Dining rooms and a common kitchen will oc- 
cupy the fourth floor. 


New Basis Is Necessary. 


“Another reason for incorporating was 
found in the difficulty in doing business on 
an independent basi:. The county, which 
provides $350 a month for the work, has not 
been satisfied with the home in West Adams 
street. The city allows 12% cents a day for 
the support of each child. Ifa suitable home 
were provided, no doubt it would be possible 
to get more money from the city and county 
for the support of the work. As it nowis, the 
committee is obliged to raise $14,000 a year, 
a large part of which goes for the salaries of 
fifteen probationary officers.’’ 

Other members of the committee incor- 
porated under the state law on Saturday are 
Mrs. Sadie T. Wald of 3958 Michigan avenue 
and L. D. Thomas. Since the juvenile court 
system was adopted in Lllinois four years 
ago it has served as a model for similar sys- 
tems in thirteen states and several institu- 
tions in England.

The wire runs from 
Wabash avenue and Madison street to 
Michigan avenue, north to Randolph street, 
west to Wabash avenue, and south to Con- 
gress street. Its erection was started at 
midnight and finished at noon. Trolley poles

In Fear of Injunction. © 


Although officials of the traction company 
will not admit: it, the general belief is that 
the work on the Michigan avenue loop was 
done semi-secretly and on a Sunday to avoid 
injunction suits which Mr. Ward might start. 
The company several years ago had a tem- 
porary permit for a similar trolley line pend- 
ing completion of the track elevation at 
Sixteenth and Clark streets, and Mr. Ward 
had the company enjoined. The company 
now can afford to fight lawsuits, as the period 
for which the permit was granted, Jan. 1, 
1905. will pass before they can be determined. 

“‘Are the wires all up?” asked President 
D. G. Hamilton when questioned as to the 
reason for the haste. 

Being told they were, so far as the territory 
in which Mr. Ward claims an interest is 
concerned, Mr. Hamilton replied: — 

*O, we were anxious to get at the work 
as soon as possible.” 

‘Did you take Mr. Ward's attitude in ac- 
count?’ 

“I believe he did make some trouble when 
the loop was in use before."’ 

Mr. Hamilton said the work between Con- 
gress and Eighteenth streets would be fin- 
ished as soon as possible. 

“We hope to have the line opened by the 
end of the week,” he said, “‘ but this will de- 
pend on the weather.” 3 


Attorney to Notify Ward. 


“J ghall notify Mr. Ward,” said George 
R. Merrick, his attorney, when told of the 
action of the company. “It ds the first I 
have heard of it. 

“I probably shall be able to talk more 
definitely after I have heard from Mr, 
Ward. I do not. know what action he in- 
tended to take. He did object six years 

o.”" 

The trolley line around the Montgomery 
Ward building shows every sign of being 
erected in a hurry. The wires are not taut 
and the poles are none too securely braced. 
The company six years ago started at the 
Eighteenth street end and built north until 
it encountered the Ward injunction. This 
time it has reversed the order. 


MORE DANGER OF TYPHOID 
IN USING UNBOILED WATER. 


Health Department in Weekly Bulletin 
Renews Warning, Fearing Result of 
Heavy Rainfalls and General Thaw. 


Foreseeing danger in the contamination of 
the supply by the heavy rainfall and general 
thaw, the health department in its weekly 
bulletin reiterates the warning to boil the 
water. This, it is declared, is safer than 
filtration. Unless these precautions are taken, 
the bulletin says, ‘“‘ there undoubtedly will be 
an increase of typhoid fever and the acute 
intestinal diseases among those who are £0 
ignorant or so reckless as to drink the un- 
treated hydrant water. This is already re- 
flected in the increased deaths ‘from the 
acute intestinal diseases—from 14 during the 
week of March 19 to 31 during the week of 
March 26, or more than 120 per cent.” 

After enlarging on the value of the drain- 
age canal as a health protection, the depart- 
ment turns its attention to the subject of 
rabid dogs and says: 

A number of rabid dogs having been killed 
within the last few weeks, the department advises 
that the public should appreciate the importance 
of securing a dog that has bitten anyone and keep- 
{ng him alive until it is positively known whether 
or not he is suffering from rabies. If he has rabies 
he usually will die within a weck or so. 

If one is bitten by a dog, whether the anima! is 
known to be rabid or not, the Pasteur treatment 
should be begun immediately, because although 
symptoms may develop in three or four days, six 
weeks is the usual time. If the dog does not die 
of rabies within ten days it will not be necessary 
to continue. ‘ 

The law requiring the muzzling of dogs through- 
out the year should be enforced. 

Finally, a dog, whether rabid or sane; has no 
place in the city. He is a defller of sidewalks. a 
disturber of slumber. a disseminator of other dls- 
eases than’rabies. But, if allowed in the city at 
all. he should at least be kept muzzled. 

The total deaths from all causes during the 
week were 626. 


HOTEL ELEVATOR CRUSHES MAN. 


Peculiar Circumstances Cause Death of 
Joseph La Belle, Employe at 
the Morrison. 


Peculiar circumstances syrround the death. 
of Joseph La Belle, 18 years old, at the Mor- 
rison hotel early yesterday morning. His 
mangled body was found at the bottom of ag 
elevator shaft at 3 o'clock 

La Belle was a silver polisher at the Boston 
oyster house, in the basement of the hotel 
building. His presence in the shaft below 
the elevator was without the knowledge of 
the elevator operator, it is declared. After 
being crushed beneath the elevator, it is be- 
lieved, La Belle’s body was caught by the 
car and raised two stories, then falling to the 
bottom of the shaft. 

He resided with his mother, Mrs. Mary La 
Belle, 217 Newberry avenue.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


OFFICIALS DENY EFFORT TO END 
GRAIN RATE WAR. 


No Improvement in Conditions Is Ex- 


Charge Dispute Still Is Causing 
Trouble—Winter Cripples Equip- 
ment of the Roads Centering in Chi- 
cago—Many Cars Out of Commission 
Passenger Conference Is a Fatiure. 


Western railroad officials deny that there 
is a movement on foot to settle the grain rate 
war. No steps in that direction have been 
taken, and there is no indication that any- 
thing will be done until the middle or the end 
of April. The executive officers and chief 
traffic officials of most of the principal roads 
are out of the city and will not return until 
the middle of April, and without them it 
would be futile to meet for the purpose of 
settling existing troubles. 

The attempts recently made to adjust the 
quarrel over sugar tariffs have failed. The 
committee of nine appointed at the New Or- 
leans meeting last week will confer in New 
York with the eastern sugar interests and 
the trunk line officials prior to April 10 to 
see if the differences cannot be harmonized. 
The New York trunk lines, which are more 
directly interested in this fight than the Chi- 
cago-Missouri river lines, as most of the 
sugar shipped to Missouri river territory 
comes either from New York or New Orleans, 
have thus far used the western_roads as a 
cat’s paw to pull their chestnuts out of the 
fire. 


_Another Disturber of Pesce. 


Another disturber of railroad peace ap- 
peared a few days ago, when the Chicago 
Great Western announced that it would ab- 
sorb cartage charges to its freight houses in 
this city. The company’s officials say the 
Wisconsin Central has been doing this during 
more than a year and if this road agrees to 
take out its cartage charge the Great West- 
ern would rescind its tariff. 

The Wisconsin Central asserts that it is 
laboring under a disadvantage, its freight 
houses being farther removed from the large 
industries in this city than those of most 
other roads and for this reason no objection 
was made heretofore to its absorbing the 
cartage by the other Chicago-St. Paul lines. 
If the Chicago Great Western persists in its 
present course and others follow its example, 
the Wisconsin Central] threatens to “ get 
even” by making a general reduction in 
merchandise rates. 


Winter Cripples the Equipment. 


This winter has played havoc with the 
equipment of the railroads centering in this 
city. It is said that in the shops of the east 
bound roads alone there are, approximately, 
7.000 cars, principally box cars, 1 oad con- 
dition. and there are said to be more than 
10.000 cars crippled and out of service on 
western roads. In both Instances, it is esti- 
mated that the number is nearly twice as 
large as it was a year ago. 

The strain of the winter is asserted .o have 
demonstrated that the enormous locomotives 
necessitated under the present system of 
heavy train haul work all right under favor- 
able conditions. but when severe weather is 
encountered the smaller locomotives prove 
much more useful. 


SEE QUINN IN “SHOOTUP” 
OF SALOON BY POLICEMEN. 


Officials Investigate Work of Attrill 
Street “Bad Man,’ Inspector Declar- 
ing Row Looks Like His Work. 


Police officials yesterday sought evidence 
seeking to connect Patrolman John Quinn of 
the Attrill street station with the “ shooting 
up” of Henry Schmehi’s saloon at Califor- 
nia and Armitage avenues a week ago.
